FREQUENCY currents are INHIBITIVE, counter irritant, or caustic, 
according to the strength of current and length of spark applied and the sum- 
mary of effects may be classed as follows: 


Ist—Increase of blood supply to a given area.

3rd—Increase of elimination of waste products. 

4th—Increase of bodily heat, without corresponding rise in temperature.

We DO NOT CLAIM that the Rogers High Frequency Generator is a 
CURE-ALL, but years of observation has convinced us that it is very valuable 
in a large percentage of the ailments afflicting the human body. 





Method of Using High Frequency Generator 


| t ‘HE technique covering the general use of the Rogers High Frequency Genera- 
| ~ tor is as follows: 


Ist—Connect the Generator to any ORDINARY lamp socket, 110 volts, either 
alternating or direct current. 


2nd—Place the general applicator (No. 1) in the handle of the Generator by 
gently pressing it into place until it rests solidly in the socket. When 
properly inserted, it is impossible to turn the electrode in the handle, as 
all electrodes are provided with the Rogers patented square sockets and 
tips. 


3rd—Regulate the strength of current by turning the adjusting screw on the 
machine. 
Turning to the right increases strength. 
Turning to the left decreases strength. 


Test the strength of current by placing the electrode about % inch from 
the back of the hand, and if too severe, reduce until proper effect is 
attained. 


4th—Apply the electrode to the surface of the area to be treated, increasing 
the current as the tissues become accustomed to the spark, and use in 
this manner for five to ten minutes, or until relief is obtained. Use 
several times daily 1f desired. 


5th—Good results are obtained after above application by letting patient hold 
| - No. 12 metal electrode in one hand and have a second person massage 
the diseased area directly on the skin with light pressure. In this way 

the current is drawn through the tissues to afflicted parts. 


It is well to apply either Talcum powder or High Frequency lubricant on all 
areas where the surface electrode is to be used in contact with the skin, as it ren- 
ders the surface smooth and prevents the electrode from sticking. 


In some conditions the first few treatments may apparently aggravate the con- 
dition, but this will soon disappear and relief will be afforded. 


Method of Treating Most Common Diseases 


Abscesses: 


Use surface electrode. Adjust current mild at first, holding electrode % inch from skin. 
Inerease current gradually until it becomes hot and fairly sharp. Use for five to ten 
minutes two or three times daily if desired. 


Asthma: 


Use surface electrode. Adjust eurrent mild at first, holding electrode ™% inch from skin, 
applying spark through underclothes or towel. Relief is obtained also by using Ozone 
Generator (No. 15 eleetrode) for five to ten minutes. 









































Boils (Furunculosis) : 


Use surface electrode, applying strong spark to boil and surrounding area for eight to 
ten minutes twice daily. 


Blackheads: 


Hold electrode No. 12 in hand; adjust eurrent fairly strong, and have another person 
massage gently for five to six minutes, 


Bunions: 


Use surface electrode or eye electrode No. 10 over bunion. Apply mild current at first, 
having electrode in close contact, gradually increasing current and raising the electrode to 
throw a short spark to the skin. Use for six to ten minutes daily. 


Carbuncles—(See Boils) . 


Catarrh: 


Use surface electrode over nose and forehead. Use No. 5 electrode in the nose for three to 
five minutes with mild current. Use No. 15 Ozone Generator three to five minutes daily. 


Chapped Hands or Face: 


Apply High Frequency lubricant and use surface electrode for five minutes daily. Keep 
electrode in contact with skin. Adjust current quite strong. 


Chilblains: 


Use surface electrode in connection with High Frequency lubricant for ten minutes twice 
daily. Keep electrode % inch from skin, using fairly strong spark. 


Cold Extremities—(See Chilblains) : 
Cold in the Head—(See Catarrh): 


Constipation: 


Use No. 4 reetal electrode internally, lubricated first with vaseline. Apply five to six min- 
utes. Follow this with surface electrode over abdomen, in direct contact with skin for ten 
minutes, using strong current. Apply twice daily. 


Dandrufl: 


Use No. 11-B or No. 11-A comb electrode. Start with mild eurrent and increase until a 
decidedly prickline sensation is felt in scalp. Use for ten minutes. Follow by holding No. 
12 electrode in hand and have another person massage sealp with fingers. Use daily. 


Deafness, Earache, etc.: 


Use surface electrode around and back of the ear for five minutes, using mild current. Then 
use electrede No. 5 with strength of current sufficient to impart a pleasant warmth to elec- 
trode. Use until relief is obtained, but not more than ten to twelve minutes at one time. 
Use twice daily. 


Eczema: 


Apply Hizh Frequency lubrieant, cover area with handkerchief or thin cloth and apply cur- 
rent with fairly strong spark for eirht to ten minutes. Use surface electrode. Apply twice 
daily. 


Eye Diseases. 
Use electrode No. 10 in close contact with skin. Close the eye and continue treatment six to 
eight minutes. Apply daily. 


Falling Hair—-(See Dandruff) : 


This treatment promotes normal circulation, loosens the scalp and the ozone kills the germ 
that affects the folicles of the hair. Continued use will bring most gratifying results. Use 
frequently. 


Female Troubles: 


Use surface electrode over pelvis for five to six minutes, having electrode in close contact 
with skin. Then use No. 2 electrode internally, increasing current until decided warmth is 
felt. Do not turn on current until electrode is Inserted. Use daily six to ten minutes. 






































Frost Bites—(See Chilblains) : 
Gray Hair—(See Falling Hair) : 


Grippe: 
Use surface electrode over spine, solar plexus, lungs and head. Adjust current as strong as 


possible to bear and continue use for 15 to 20 minutes. Also, use the No. 15 ozone generator 
in connection. 


Hay Fever—(See Cold in Head): 
This treatment should be started a few weeks before the acute attack oceurs and continued 


thereafter. Relief will be manifest the first year and if used continuously will bring grati- 
fying results in most cases, 


Headaches: 


Headaches are from various causes. For any headache (except when caused by a toxic con- 
dition) apply the surface electrode to furehead, eyes, and back of the neck. Use a very mild 
current. Continue until relieved. 
When headache is caused by stomach disorders, apply surface electrode to stomach and over 
the spine, using fairly strong current. 

Insomnia— (Sleeplessness) : 


An inhibitive or soothing current is indicated in this condition. Relax completely in bed 
with face down. Have operator apply High Frequency lubricant to spine and use surface 
applicator in direct contact with skin. The electrode should be applied up and down both 
sides of posterior preeesses (back bone), using a very mild current. Continue for eight to 
twelve minutes. If electrode is inclined to stick to the flesh, place thin sheet or towel over 
the back and treat through it. 


Leucorrhea-——(See Female Troubles). 


Lumbago: 
This distressing condition frequently arises from contraction of the lumbar muscles. Apply 
the current with surface electrode, using strong spark through a towel over the small of 


the back until the skin is slightly red. Keep electrode moving rapidly. Change position and 
if pain appears again apply once more. Use for ten to fifteen minutes, twice daily. 


Massage—(See General Treatment). 
Nervousness— (See Insomnia). 


Neuralgia: 
Apply High Frequency lubricant. Use surface electrode over area affected. Start current 


very mild and increase until strong current is applied. Keep the electrode in close contact 
at first. Gradually raise it until strong spark is applied. 


Neuritis—(Same as Neuralgia). 
Pains—(See General Treatment). 


Paralysis: 


Use surface electrode over the afflicted area with strong spark. Apply to spine also and 
over back of neck and head. Continued treatment will bring relief in many cases. 


Piles— (Hemorrhoids) : 
Use No. 4 rectal electrode. Lubricate it with vaseline, insert and turn on strong current. 
Keep clectrode moving. Apply for ten to twelve minutes daily. 

Pleurisy: 


Use surface electrode. 


Pneumonia: 
Use ozone generator (No. 15). Apply electrode No. 1 over chest and back, giving sharp 
spark until skin is red. Use two or three times daily. 


Pyorrhea: 


Full instructions for oral diseases are given in special booklet, furnished on request. 





























Rheumatism: 


Rhe_umatism ordinarily responds quickly to the Violet Ray treatment. Apply surface elec- 
trode No. 1 on affected area, giving good spark. Apply through towel or by holding elec- 
trode one-quarter inch from skin. Treat seven to ten minutes. Now hold No. 12 electrode 
in the hand and have assistant gently massage the area. Use High Frequency lubricant in 
connection. Use twice daily. 


Scars: 
Sear tissue may be removed and general appearance greatly improved. The treatment must 
be continued for a protracted period. Use surface electrode, apply strong spark for five to 
seven minutes daily. 

Skin Diseases: 


Same as above. Use High Frequency lubricant in connection. 


Sore Feet and Bruises: 


Use surface electrode. Apply spark mildly at first, inereasing it until it becomes quite 
strong. Use High Frequency lubricant in conneetion. Treatments five to eight minutes 
daily. 


Sore Throat: 


Use surface electrode over throat and back of neck, also upper part of chest for five to eight 
minutes. Now use electrode No. 8 internally, using strong current for two to three minutes. 


Sprains—(See Sore Feet and Bruises). 





Stiff Neck and Joints: 


Apply surface electrode with good spark for six to eight minutes, then hold No. 12 electrode 
in hand and have assistant massage area gently for three to five minutes daily. 


Tonsillitis—(See Sore Throat). 


Ulcers: 


Apply strong current from surface electrode, 


Whooping Cough: 


Use ozone generator and apply spark from surface electrode over lungs, back and throat. 


Note—It is well to apply etther talcum powder or High Frequency Lubricant 
on all area where the surface electrode is to be used tn contact with the skin, as it 
renders the surface smooth and prevents the electrode from sticking. In some 
conditions, the first few treatments seem to aggravate the condition, but this 
will soon disappear and relief afforded.

In the Rogers type “R” Violet Ray High Frequency Generator, complete in one

Heretofore, the principal defect in one-piece Violet Ray machines has resulted 
from the fact that the heat generated from the coils could not be eliminated from 
the handle. This caused not only the handle to become uncomfortably hot, but also 
the intense heat, being confined in the handle, generally destroyed the insulation of 
the coils with the result that sooner or later the Tesla, or secondary coil, would be 
burned out. In our new type “R” one-piece machine the heating problem has been 





entirely overcome by an air cooling system. This is accomplished by open ducts 
running the entire length of the handle through which the heat passes out, thus 
preventing the coils, as well as the handle, from becoming over-heated. A current 
of cool air constantly passes around the coils. Letters Patent are pending covering 
these features. 

The High Frequency current developed by type “R” machine is strong, but 
smooth and hot with an exceedingly high oscillation. This 1s a most desirable feat- 
ure in treating all conditions by the High Frequency electrical method. 

Another important feature of the type “R” is the ease of adjustment and its 
wide range. The exterior appearance is artistic and attractive, its numerous flat 
sides preventing rolling.

An inhaler, covering nose and mouth, is provided with each Type O machine, 
with sufficient tubing for patient to be seated comfortably while under treatment. 
The complete instrument, combining three separate machines, is mounted in a 
handsome mahogany finished hardwood case, 12% inches long by 614 inches wide by 
714 inches in height. The weight is only 7% pounds. The trimmings are heavily 
nickel-plated, with polished hard rubber switch and controls, and it makes an 
attractive adjunct to the office, as well as a very serviceable instrument.

Connect the attachment plug to a lamp 
socket and then turn on the current at the 
lamp base; or, the plug may be inserted into 
a wall receptacle socket if preferable. If the 
vibrator does not at once begin to operate, 
turn the controlling knob to the right slightly 
until this effect is obtained. Then should the 
current not come through into the electrode, 
hold the glass bulb in the hand for a moment 
or two. The warmth from the hand breaks 
down the vacuum in the tube, permitting the 
current to flow through. Adjust the control- 
line knob right or left to obtain the desired 
strength of current. Right increases and left 
decreases strength of current. This control- 
ling knob is not a switch and does not shut 
off the current, but is simply to regulate the 
amount of current delivered by the Genera- 
tor. As soon as through using be sure to 
turn off current at lamp socket or receptacle. 
The Generator will operate on either direct 
or alternating current, and on any voltage 
from 100 ub to 120. 


Generators are also made, when ordered, 
for operating on voltages from 120 to 250, 
direct or alternating, without extra cost. 


Do not permit Generator to run without an 
electrode being in the handle and the current 
drawn from the electrode. Otherwise the 
current 1s converted into heat and eventually 
will burn out the coils. 


If electrodes become loose in handle, un- 
screw end of handle and withdraw coil care- 
fully. Remove the electrode socket and press 
prongs together. 


If electrode breaks in handle, use same 
method for removing the end. 


If contact points wear down sufticiently to 
prevent strong current, unscrew adjustment 
knob and remove one or more of the fibre 
washers. Never remove enough of them to 
shut off current when knob is turned to ex- 
treme right. 


If Generator makes a loud, rattling noise 
and no current is received in the electrode, 
examine the cord connecting the two parts 
of machine which will usually be found to be 
broken. To repair (if near handle), remove 
the end cap, withdraw coil, release screws 
holding cord, cut cord a little below broken 
wire. Strip the new end 34 inch, replace 
insulation tape and connect as previously 
found. 


If break is near generator case, remove the 
four screws inside of case (Type D), lift 
cover carefully, and cut cord, and attach as 
previously found. 


Never place electrodes on cold surface 
after. using. The glass is warm and will 
crack if chilled too suddenly. 


The Generators need NO OIL. 


If machine does not operate after follow- 
ing these instructions, RETURN TO FAC- 
TORY for examination. 


To obviate any unpleasant sensation when 
first making contact with a patient, the operator 
should hold the thumb or forefinger against the 
glass tube at the end of the handle, thereby tak- 
ing the current until contact has been made As 
- soon as tie electrode is in contact remove the 
thumb or finger so that the patient will receive 
the full flow of current. This method will be 
found especially desirable in treating the throat, 
or teeth, nose or ear, as well as in rectal and 
vaginal work. 


In treating with the No. 12, metal elec- 
trode, let the patient clasp it in his hands 
before the current is turned on so that there 
will be no unpleasant sensation. The current 
should be turned down low at first and gradu- 
ally increased to the desired strength. ‘The 
operator’s fingers should then be run very 
lightly over the scalp and forehead and 
through the hair, the finger ends barely 
touching, so as to draw the current through 
the body and hair of the patient. 


Do not place electrodes on a cold surface 
after using. Otherwise breakage may occur 
from contraction. 


IMPORTANT 


Do not use the high frequency current on 
the hair when the latter has been treated 
with any preparation containing more than 
40 per cent alcohol. 
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
